ROAD MOTOR 

* Mulgrave Sugar Mill, Gordonvale 

A delightful trip through the sugar fields of the Mulgrave 
Valley, allowing sufficient time at Gordonvale to witness 
(by courtesy of the management) the interesting operations 
of converting sugar-cane into raw sugar at the Mulgrave 
Central Sugar Mill. Facilities to inspect the Mill can only 
be granted for parties, and must be arranged through the 
Tourist Officer, Cairns. Leaving Cairns 9.0 a.m. Mon- 
days. Other days by arrangement.

* Crystal Cascades and Barron Waters 

A delightful excursion along Freshwater Valley to the 
foothills of the Cairns Range, and the source of Cairns' 
Water Supply. The route follows a fast-flowing mountain 
stream, and passes through extensive sugar fields, the 
scenery becoming increasingly beautiful as the Cascades 
are approached. The tour continues to Barron Waters, 
which is set amid delightfully tranquil surroundings at the 
junction of Stoney Creek and Barron River — 1,000 feet 
overhead towers the majestic Red Bluff, and on all sides 
dense jungle growth extends to the water's edge. On 
Thursdays and Sundays at 2.0 p.m. Other days by 
arrangement.

Port Douglas and Mossman 

The beautiful littoral north of Cairns has now been made 
accessible by the construction of the Cook Highway, which 
brings the northern centres of Port Douglas and Mossman 
within easy reach of the visitor. The road skirts the ocean 
for many miles and affords magnificent panoramic views. 
Cars leave Cairns at 8.0 a.m. daily, and reach Port Douglas 
at 11.0 a.m., Mossman 11.30 a.m., returning to Cairns at 
5.30 p.m. A tour of 114 miles with lunch, morning and 
afternoon tea included.

LAUNCH 

t Green Island, Great Barrier Reef 

Green Island is situated 16 miles from Cairns, and is the 
most easily accessible of the islands of the Great Barrier 
Reef. Its attractive setting enables visitors to view coral, 
shell, and fish life on the surrounding reefs, which are 
exposed at low tide. 

Throughout the year launches leave Cairns Wharf at 9.15 
a.m. on Sundays, and arrive back in Cairns at 5.30 p.m. 

During the Winter Season the service is augmented, and 
a launch leaves Cairns on Thursdays at 1 1 .0 a.m., returning 
at 5.30 p.m. Including inspection of Coral Reef —

t Cairns to Brown's Bay 

Brown's Bay is situated about three miles across Trinity 
Bay and is reached in the comfortable motor launch 
Manly " in thirty minutes. This tropical tourist resort is 
noted for the number of tropical fruits grown — practically 
all northern fruits may be seen in season. The Zoo, which 
includes monster crocodiles, and the Aviary are well worthy 
of inspection. The resort is situated at the base of tower- 
ing mountains and is skirted at the water's edge by thickly 
studded cocoanut groves. 

Throughout the year launch leaves Cairns Wharf at 2.15 
p.m. on Saturdays and Sundays, returning 5.30 p.m.; also 
Sundays, 9.30 a.m., returning 12.30 p.m.

Yarrabah Mission 

This Aboriginal Settlement is situated on Mission Bay, 
10 miles south of Cairns, and has a population of 550. It 
is practically self-contained with Church, Hospital, Store, 
School, Sawmill, and Engineer's Shop. Foodstuffs are 
grown for local consumption. 

During winter season only launch leaves Cairns 10 a.m. 
Fridays, returning at 5.30 p.m. A light lunch may be 
purchased at the mission for 1/6.

A delightful all day rail motor and launch excursion.
